In reply to your letter of October 7th., con- 
cerning qualifications for Specialists' standing, I beg to say 
that we approve of the list of Courses required for Specialists 
in Science, with a minor qualification 


as stated, viz.:

I believe that proficiency in these Courses represents an 
adequate training for Science teachers in the High Schools, 
providing, however, that the Specialist is a graduate of at 
least Second Class Honour standing in one of the Sciences re- 
cognized as forming the DGUL eect aRASODk i basis of the Specialist 
certificate in Science, viz.: in Biology, Chemistry, Physics or 
Geology and Mineralogy. I may say that it is on the latter 
account that I intend to send a personal objection to the Super- 
intendent of Bducation, against the concession which is being 
asked, of a double Specialist in Science and Household Science 
for graduates in the Honour Department of Household Science. 

With reference to the General Course subjects accom- 


panying the Special Course in Biology, I approve of the list 


submitted by the Hegistrar, viz. 


lst. and 2nd. Year, Unglish.

lst. and 2nd. Year, Modern Language, 
end.

I would suggest, however, the following modifications: 

(1) That in the Second Year the vrescription for either 
French or German should spnecify "texts or equivalent Courses 
in Scientific French (or German)". 

(2) That since English in all four years has been a feature 
in the Biological Course, and since it does not anpear feasible 
to include both Hnglish and History for the Third and Fourth 
Years, the Department of Education might consider whether it 
would be possible to accept English in place of History. 

This is a matter, however, on which no great importance should 
be placed.

Dear President Falconer, - 


I shall feel obliged if you obtain for me at your 
early convenience information on the following points: 
(1) The Modern History to be provided for the Specialist's Course 
in Classics. Professor Wrong was to be consulted on this 
subject. 
(2) The Modern History Course for Specialist's certificate in 
Moderns and History. 

The proposal of the Moderns men was that we should recognize 
some of the Modern History which they take up as part of their 
course. Professor Wrong was to be consulted on this subject. 
(3) The reduced provision for Classics and Moderns in the Third 


and Fourth years of the two English and History Courses. 


The courses referred to in (1) and (2) above I discussed with 
yourself and the Classical and Moderns Committees that met me some
